For D-Day, Sweden Reports

STOCKHOLM, May 12.—(By 
Wireless) (Delayed) — (NANA)— 
Four hundred Russian divisions, 
not including auxiliaries, airmen 
or sailors, stand poised along the 
great eastern front for the D-day 
signal, Swedish military experts 
said here today. 

Between 18 and 20 million Rus- 
sians are fully mobilized at the 
present time, these expert observ- 
ers believe. 


These estimates, while naturally 
not precise, are pretty accurate, 
according to observers here, whose 
business it is to follow the Red 
army in action. 

It’s their opinion that on D-day 
this vast war machine will start 
rolling westward to join the An- 
glo-Americans in a vast pincer 
movement intended to squeeze 
Germany until she surrenders.

The facts are that Russia 
short of food, medical supplies and 
some types of aircraft.

Bronzed and smiling, Allen told 
of unsuccessful attempts to escape 
after his capture September 13, 
1942, during a Commando raid on 
Tobruk in North Africa when the 
British destroyer Sikh, on which 
he was sailing, was sunk. 


Allen was one of 900 American 
and British war prisoners ex- 
changed for 700 Germans and as 
he walked off the Axis exchange 
ship Gradisca he immediately an- 
nounced he wanted to get back 
to work. 


The 36-year-old native of Mt. 
Savage, Md., who was accredited 
to the British Mediterranean fleet 
at the time of his capture, first 
was held in an Italian prisoner of 
war camp near Chieti, east of 
Rome, but after the Italian armi- 
stice he fell into German handg 
and was sent to a prison camp in 
northwestern Poland. 


Allen declared that a number of 
Allied parachutists were dropped 
in prisoner of war camps in Italy 
just after the Italian~ armistice, 
but that nearly all were rounded 
up. 

“I was at Camp 21 near Chieti 
at first,” Allen said, “then I was 
transferred to another near Sul- 
mona—now one of the objectives 
of the Allied offensive. 


“The Italian armistice found me 
there with about 1,200 British 
prisoners and five other Ameri- 
cans. On September 28 (1943) we 
were ready to attempt to escape. 
A number got out but the German 
guards mowed them down with 
machinegun fire. A British officer, 
who was going through the wire 
just ahead of me was shot. That 
ended my escape there. 

“Those of us who remained 
were loaded aboard a train—1i100 
to a boxcar—and shipped to Bol- 
zano in northern Italy. I found 
ari opportunity to jump from a 
boxcar and. Ile alongside the 
tracks without being seen until 
the train passed by.” 

Allen was again recaptured by 
the Germans. 

While serving with the Mediter- 
ranean fleet Allen covered many 
sea battles, including a German 
attack on the aircraft carrier [- 
lustrious in January, 1941, when 
Nazi planes hurled torpedoes and 
some 100,000 pounds of high ex- 
plosives at the vessel in a futile 
attempt to sink her. In the fol- 
lowing September the British 
cruiser Galatea was sunk under 
him and Allen, who could not 
swim at that time, clutched a life- 
belt in the oil-covered sea for 45 
minutes before he was picked up 
half-drowned., 

Even as a prisoner Allen en- 
deavored to carry on his work as 
a reporter and one of his first acts 
after his capture at Tobruk was 
to demand an interview with 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel, 
whose then victorious Afrika 
Corps was pinning the British 
down. -

The senate acted shortly after 


the former undersecretary, at his 
first press conference since his 
nomination to succeed the late 
Frank Knox, paid that tribute to 
the fighting forces at sea. 
Following the course of the Na- 
val Committee which approved 
the appointment unanimously 
Monday without questioning the 
52-year-old former New York fi- 
nancier on his qualifications, the 
senate ratified his nomination 


without even taking a formal vote. 

As evidence of the accuracy of 
his description of the Japanese po- 
sition, Forrestal cited to reporters 
that American sea forces have 
penetrated 1,500 miles within the 
enemy defense perimeter extend- 
ing from the north Pacific Kuriles 
through the mid-Pacific eastern 
Marshalls to the Bismarck archi- 
pelago. 

Forrestal reported that little en- 
emy surface interference and 
practically no air opposition is be- 
ing encountered in constant aerial 
attacks against enemy positions in 
the Caroline and Marshall groups. 

“We have ample proof of the 
enemy’s weakened position in the 
mandate area,” he commented. 

But, he continued, there is evi- 
dence also that the enemy is at- 
tempting to strengthen his posi- 
tions in the Carolines where Truk 
and Ponape both are located. 

“There are indications,” he said, 
“that new air fields are being 
hastily constructed by the Japa- 
nese in an attempt to stem the 
tide of United States sea forces 
rolling to the westward.” 

Now 52 years old, Forrestal was 
@ seaman second class in the First 
World War. In this one he has 
been in charge of a construction 
program which has produced the 
world’s mightiest fleet, yet he has 
found time to get out in dungarees 
and see how that fleet goes about 
wrecking enemy strongholds in 
the Pacific. 

Forrestal is the fourth man to 
hold the Naval portfolio in the 
Roosevelt administration. His pred- 
ecessors, in addition to Knox, 
were Claude Swanson, who died in 
office, and Charles Edison, who 
resigned to run for Governor of 
New Jersey.

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Death of George Ade 
Ends Brilliant Career

With the death Tuesday night of George Ade, the Hoosier humor- 
ist, in Brook, Ind., a literary era is nearly ended. He was one of 
the last of that group of Indiana writers who sparkled shortly after 


the turn of the century.

Mr. Ade was reported to have 
had many romances, but since he 
mever married, like the gentleman 
he was, he always blamed the la- 
dies for his permanent bachelor- 
hood. This writer visited the 
great humorist on his seventy- 


third birthday and feeling Mr. Ade’ 


would be old enough to talk free- 
ly, inquired about the long report- 
ed romance with Elsie Janis, the 
gifted and beautiful star of musi- 
cal comedies in the early deys of 
this century, and later known as 
the “Sweetheart of the AEF” be- 
cause she was one of the few ac- 
tresses who entertained American 
soldiers overseas during the last 
war. The author reluctantly told 
the story, blaming a too enthusi- 
astic press agent for the rumor 
when his show, “The Fair Co-Ed, 
was being tried out. 

SHORT ROMANCE ) 

“We were in Syracuse trying to 
get the show into shape,” Mr. Ade 
said, “and much to my surprise 
one of the local reporters button- 
holed me in my room at the hotel 
and announced he had heard I 
was going to marry the great and 
talented actress, Elsie Janis, who 
was the star. I knew the press 
agent had put him up to it. 

“*] am flattered at such a re- 
port,’ I told the reporter, ‘and I 
won't deny it, but I am sure, if 
you ask Miss Janis, she will. I 
am a much older man, so please 
don’t publish anything about it.’ 

“As the reporter was leaving, 
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Booth Tarkington only is still writing

Miss Rand, a versatile lady, who 
had been discussing her weak- 
nesses as a fan dancer which she 
successfully concealed, notwith- 
standing her costume, expressed a 
desire to go along. She was dress- 
ed in a simple frock and re- 
sembled more the country girl 


from Kansas, where she was born, 


than the glamor personality which 
attracted crowds to the Chicago 
World’s Fair. We called on Mr. 
Ade, and I introduced my com- 
panion. He said: 

“Is this really Sally Rand?” 

When assured that she was the 
real McCoy, he spent two hours 
reminiscing about the old days 
in Chicago.

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The Herald On the Poll Tax , 


Few indeed are the papers which, in proportion to circulation, 
wield as much influence as Editor Henry MclIntosh’s Albany 
Herald. None consistently better reflects the sentiment of its 
readers. : 

Thus it is both interesting and significant that The Herald, 
“unaltérably opposed to federal interference with Georgia’s 
election laws,” has yet come out unequivocally for a repeal of the 
State’s poll tax. 

In an editorial, “Now Let’s Do Our Own Repealing,” The Herald 
says: 

“Southern senators and representatives should continue to fight 
anti-poll tax bills, and they deserve the backing of representatives 
of other states who respect the plain provisions of the constitution. 

“But we think Georgia has much to gain and nothing to lose 
by repealing the poll tax law. The argument of anti-poll taxers 
in congress that the poll tax laws of eight southern states are 
designed to disfranchise the Negro falls flat when it is pointed 
out that it disfranchises more whites than blacks. It has been 
doing that in Georgia for years.... 

“We are strongly of the opinion that in revising the constitution 
of Georgia the commission having that matter in hand could 
perform a constructive service by embalming the poll tax and 
giving it decent burial. 

“Several things would thereby be accomplished. Just as there 
are twice as many white citizens of Georgia as there are Negro 
citizens, so would there be twice as many white voters. Not in 
the slightest degree would white supremacy at the polls or any- 
where else be endangered, but professional northern agitators who 
continually scream that the Negro in the south is discriminated 
against would have their guns spiked in so far as Georgia is 
concerned. 

“Those southern states which have abolished the poll tax have 
suffered no penalties, and they have the great satisfaction of being 
no longer under fire when the perennial anti-poll tax bill bobs 
up in congress. 

“Sooner or later an anti-poll tax bill, by hook or by crook, will 
force its way through congress. There is no assurance that control 
of the senate will always be in Democratic hands, and the time 
will come when there will be votes enough—Republican and Demo- 
cratic—to drive through a cloture rule. The issue of constitution- 
ality would, of ,course, go to the supreme court, but only the 
Good Lord knows what that tribunal would decide. 

“All of which adds up, we think, to the sensible conclusion 


that we should do our own repealing.”

Not Too Late 


Secretary of State John B. Wilson’s ruling that registration 
blanks and ballots may be mailed to Georgians in the Armed Forces 
simultaneously should result in many more absentee ballots being 
cast in the July Fourth primary. 

It means simply that there is no necessity, as many had feared, 
of sending out-of-the-state servicemen registration blanks which 
they would be forced to fill out and return before a ballot could 
be mailed them. 

Wilson, who is secretary of the State War Ballot Commission, 
wrote county registrars: “If, therefore, you and the other local 
authorities will see to it, even though the envelope containing a 
ballot and registration card is not opened until election day, that 
the name is so placed on the registration list before the vote is 
cast, such action will be within our law.” 

It is a logical ruling, one well in keeping with the state's efforts 
to facilitate service voting.

Confidential 

Editor, Constitution: I note with 
interest an editorial in The At- 
lanta Constitution of May 17 with 
reference to the hearing to be 
held on the tax problems of Del- 
ta Air Lines and Eastern Air 
Lines. I appreciated very much 


a ees | to say now that I welcome inqui- 


the friendly tone of it, and wish 


ries by the press as to any mat- 
ters of public business, because I 
feel that yours is the strongest in- 
fluence toward an informed pub- 
lic which leads to the successful 
administration of public affairs. 

In mentioning to the newspaper 
reporters that the hearing would 
be private it is possible that I 
should have mentioned that I 
have no choice in the matter un- 
der the provision of the act creat- 
ing my office. May I quote in part 
Section 92-8414 of the Annotated 
Code: 

“The information secured by 
the commissioner incident to the 
administration of any tax shall 
be confidential and privileged, 
and neither the commissioner nor 
any member or members of his 
staff shall divulge or disclose any 
such confidential information ob- 
tained from the department’s rec- 
ords or from any examination of 
the business of any taxpayer to 


any person other than the com- 
missioner or members of his staff 
or to an officer of the state or lo- 
cal government entitled in his of- 
ficial capacity to have access 
thereto, or to the taxpayer: (the 
section then sets forth certain in- 
stances in which the commission- 
er may reveal the information to 
appropriate officers of government 
or upon proper subpoena in the 
courts where the same taxpayer is 
involved in tax litigation.” 


It is purely on the basis of this 
provision of law that I indicated 
that the hearing could not be 
made open to the public. In order 
to show beyond question of a 
doubt that I am anxious to co-op- 
erate with the newspapers as far 
as I may do so, I am now plan- 
ning to divide the hearing into 
two phases. The first to involve 
the discussion of any questions of 
fact which are within public 
knowledge, this first phase to be 
opened to the newspapers. The 
second phase of the hearing would 
concern matters of the computa- 
tion of the tax and information 
from the records of the respective 
companies which, under the law, 
it would not be my privilege to 
disclose. ” 


This hearing is accorded the tax- 
payers on the basis of my under- 
standing of the law that all tax- 
payers are entitled to a hearing 
after formal protest has been filed 
and before final assessment has 
been made. In this case the tax- 
payers were notified that the tax 
would be imposed and they filed 
a formal protest and requested a 
hearing. All of this procedure pre- 
ceded the recent rendition of the 
attorney general’s opinion. 


This department has attempted 
to protect all taxpayers on infor- 
mation furnished it because we 
cannot expect the individual tax- 
payer to be fully frank with us 
unless he feels secure that no 
other person will receive the in- 
formation disclosed to us. This 
same rule exactly is followed by 
the federal tax authorities. If a 
man secures income from gam- 
bling or any number of illegal 
ways it might be secured he still 
owes an income tax on it, and the 
‘reason for the act which I have 
quoted is to encourage all persons 
to reveal théir business fully to 
the department and at the same 
time feel secure that their com- 
petitors or even public prosecution 
officers cannot secure that infor- 
mation, This unquestionably was 
the intention of the legislature in 
providing as it did. 


It is only fair to say specifically 
that the handling of the business 
of these two air lines with this de- 
partment has not differed in any 
respect from the handling given 
‘all like questions. We try very 
hard not to draw any distinctions 
between cases either for or against 
the taxpayer, and any errors we 
ever make will be purely human 
ones and not based on any inten- 
tion on our part. The attorney 
general’s opinion places liability 
where particular facts exist, and 
the opinion was based on a ques- 
tion which I addressed to him. 
That question presumed certain 
facts, and the purpose of the hear- 
Ing is to permit these taxpayers, 
| as we would any others, the op- 
portunity to show the department 
| that we are mistaken on either 
the facts as we understand them 
now or any rules of law which 
— apply to a different set of 
acts. 


It is indeed unfortunate that 
some speculation has circulated 
publicly as to the possible amourit 
of liability of the taxpayers to 
the state.

D-Day and 
The English Channel 


Invasion is a jig-saw puzzle. 


When the last piece is ready to drop into 
place the signal will be given. 


One of the pieces of the puzzle, and a difficult 
one, is the English channel, of which I have written before. 


Ret eae tough, tricky, mean, it.can never be counted upon to 
ave. 


It has two tides. One swirls in from the North sea. The other 
rushes in from the Atlantic Sometimes the tides actually vary in 
height. At places they rise to more than 30 feet. The phenomena 
of “double high water” results from the encounter of the two tides. 


When are they calmest? 


About now. If the tide is the piece of the jig-saw puzzle on 
which they wait, this very day or tomorrow, or this weekend, 
would be the time to launch ships across it. The period of from 
48 to,72 hours after the moon is at quarter is the time when the 
tide usually (not always) is calmest. , 


That period begins today. 


This does not mean the invasion will come this weekend. 
may not come this month, 


No one knows. 


So much must be fitted together—the governments in exile: 
the armies of the defeated nations that still fight on, such as the 
French in Italy and Africa and the Poles with the English and 
Russians; the exact time when German transport and supply seems 
at its lowest ebb; the best weather predictions—these are but a few 
of the pieces of the puzzle. 


WEATHER REPORT I have seen the channel change in the 

space of eight hours from sunny, glassy 
calm to tumbling waves, fog-and-mist covered. That isn’t such a 
fast change, either. 


Take the news item of May 15, for example. It was as follows: 


“LONDON, May 14.—(Reuters)—Mid-March returned to the 
Straits of Dover today, the weather report being: Strong northerly 
wind from the English to the French coast, sky overcast, lowering 
banks of clouds, and a temperature of 48 degrees, compared with 
over 70 degrees yesterday. Light showers, a choppy sea. Visi- 
bility good under the cloud base. The barometer is rising.” 


One day it was warm and sunny, with temperature at more than 
70 degrees. The next few hours saw it change. By next day it 
was almost freezing and there was overcast, rain and choppy seas. 
The barometer was rising. That meant a worsening of the weather. 


Last summer I rode on it in waves six feet high. There was 
rain and hail and thick mist. The next day it was warm. Clear. 
Smooth. 

Three hundred and fifty miles long, from the Straits of Dover 
to the Atlantic, its greatest breadth is 140 miles, its narrowest width 
20 miles across the Straits of Dover. 

Mean, tough, capricious as the worst of flirts, the channel may 
fight us or join us. 


BRIDGE, TUNNEL So irritating has been the channel to 


travelers that many plans for bridging 
it were advanced in the days before tunnels were believed possible. 

A firm of French engineers put forward plans for a bridge, 24 
miles long with 120 piers. They were to be high enough to permit 
ships to pass beneath. 

This was abandoned in favor of a tunnel. The project was 
worked upon by French and English engineers and declared: prac- 
tical 

’ Preliminary shafts were begun on each side of the channel, On 
the English side, at Shakespeare’s Cliff, Dover, the shaft was sunk, 
on an incline, to a depth of 164 feet. It was seven feet in diameter. 
It extended eastward under the channel for a distance of 2,300 
yards. 

It was abandoned when the respective governments failed to 
reach an agreement. 

One of these days, of course, such a tunnel will be built. 


It would not be any more difficult than the building of the 
Holland tunnel in New York. 

Now and then one hears that the Germans have a tunnel built 
and, at the set time, will pop right out on English soil with enough 
men and guns to hold the tunnel mouth while equipment and men 
pour out. That is ridiculous, as are most of the “secret” weapons. 


There is nothing ridiculous about that channel. It will be for 
us or against us, when D-Day comes. You may pray over that.

I was sitting back in desk chair with one foot 
propped on the edge of the table in front. You

Anyway, reclining in such undignified pose, thoughts naturally 
turned to shoes. There was a shoe, one of my own, right before 
my eyes. : 

And shges inevitably brought to mind the subject of shoe ration- 
ing and, from that, skipped to rationing in general. 

First thought to come was-that, so far, personally, I haven't yet 
used a shoe coupon out of my ration book. I suppose they ve been 
used. By the women folk or the little folk, the grandchildren, of 
the family. But it so happens I’ve felt no urge to buy a pair of 
new shoes since rationing began. Had a couple of pretty good pairs 
then, and even if there’d been no rationing I doubt seriously if 
I’d have bought any more. Two pair is my usual supply and I 
have found, long ago, it is economy to buy top quality. And the 
ones I get seem to last indefinitely. 

These two pair have been resoled, to be sure. And, really, one 
of the pair is good for at least another resoling. Perhaps two. 

So shoe rationing hasn’t worried me. And I’ve a firm belief 
there are hundreds of thousands of folks it has worried no more. 

Anyway, I’ve not noticed any barefoot pedestrians on Peach- 


tree, yet. 

Sitting there, thinking of shoes, memory 
LOUD SCREAMS recalled one of the strangest and most 
fantastic telephone calls that ever came to this office, the receiving 
end for some of the craziest telephone calls imaginable. 

This was just after shoe rationing was announced. It was from 
a woman. She probably gave her name, because I have a habit 
of refusing to listen to anonymous phone calls, any more than I 
read anonymous letters. But, if she did identify herself, I’ve for- 
gotten the name long ago. 

But she called up to vociferate and vituperate that the rationing 
of shoes to three pair per person, annually, was the worst out- 
rage “that man” in the White House had perpetrated yet. It was 
unnecessary and outrageous. And a lot of other adjectives. 

Three pair a year! Why, she shouted over the phone, no one 
could possibly exist with less thaf a new pair of shoes every month. 
Twelve pair a year, the minimum requirement. She had ques- 
tioned a hundred of her friends. They all agreed—she said—that 
12 pair of shoes a year was the rock bottom requirement. I gath- 
ered she foresaw the quick coming of the day when all of us would 
be walking the streets in bare feet for nine months of every year. 

I laughed at her and told her she didn’t buy the right kind of 
shoes and she got mad and the conversation ended. 


WHAT HARDSHIPS? Actually, no one can claim that shoe 


rationing has worked a hardship on 
anyone. To do so would be to brand oneself as absurd. 

And, thinking it over, what genuine hardships have resulted 
from any other rationing restrictions? 

Maybe circumstances have rendered my own case not typical 
of all. But I can’t help believing it is. 

Sugar rationing? Well, we've eaten a rather higher 
of bakery cooked cakes and desserts than formerly. 
not gone without. 

Meut rationing? Well, on extremely rare occasions, when the 
meat coupons have all been used, we've made a meal with eggs 
as the main dish and we have, probably, eaten non-rationed chicken 
more often than we did in normal times. 


CANNED GOODS Occasionally I’ve eatén home-prepared ap- 
ple sauce instead of the canned variety, 


but I prefer it. I get the canned when there are enough ration 
points, however, because it’s easier to open a can than peel and 
stew up a lot of apples. 

About the only real deprivation I can attribute to rationing is 
the fact that I’m making an old car do when, in normal times, it 
would have been traded for a new one one or two years ago and 
I’ve taken no auto trips outside of greater Atlanta. I haven't the 
gasoline and wouldn’t use it on unnecessary driving if I had it. 

Rationing hardships? Somebody may be suffering—perhaps the 
woman who needs 12 pair of shoes a year—but I’m not, nor do any

ing suspicion and bitterness about 
the President and his program 
and the aims of the people about 
him. He saw Communism all over 
the place then and warned the 
people, to the best of his ability,

he is a pretty good craftsman), 
that there was a plot afoot to in- 
crease taxes on business to a point 
at which the private operators 
would have to give up, and then 
to suck private business into the 
federal bureaucracy under govern- 
ment management.

Resentment Over Priest’s Moscow 


Visit May Be Felt Election Day 


(Editor’s Note, Gladstone Williams, whose column usually 
appears here, is on vacation.) 


WASHINGTON.—The part foreign events may play in the ap- 
proaching American presidential election is strikingly exemplified 
in the storm now going on among Polish-Americans over the visit 
to Moscow of Rev. Stanislaus Orlemanski and Professor Osear Lange. 


The vital political circumstance is that news of this pilgrimage 
arrived just when leading Catholic and Polish-American Democrats 
had joined in a warning to President Roosevelt that the worst mis- 
take he could make was to give countenance to these men and 
other pro-Soviet Poles in the United States. 


Not more than 5 per cent of Polish-Americans are pro-Russian, 
Mr. Roosevelt was told, and any appearance that the administra- 
tion was playing ball with this minority certainty would inflame 
the anti-Russian 95 per cent. 


It is doubtful if the discontent of anti-Russian Poles or Catholics 
was much assuaged by the letter of Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
recently which explained that Father Orlemanski and Lange “are 
making this trip as private American citizens ... they have no 
official status and, therefore, are not, in any sense, representatives 
or spokesmen of the United States government.” 


SOVIETS PAID WAY Mr. Hull said the Soviet government 
furnished tir transportation te 


Moscow. 


The point stressed by American critics is that Father Orlemanski 
and Lange could not have gotten to Russia without passports issued 
by the State Department and that agency scarcely could have been 
blind to the political implications of their pilgrimage. 


There may or may not be 6,000,000 Polish-American voters, as 
alleged by representatives of Polish-American societies whose pro- 
test drew the reply from Mr. Hull, but there is no mistaking the 
strategic importance of this hyphenate vote. 


The distinctive characteristics of the Polish-American voters 
have been their cohesiveness and their propensity for changing 
sides. In the decade up to and ompey | World War I, they were 
heavily Democratic. Large numbers of them turned Republican in 
the early 1920’s and remained so until dissatisfaction with President 
Herbert Hoover’s policies, both domestic and foreign, swung them 
to support of President Roosevelt in 1932. 


Polish leaders say that at least 80 per cent of voters of their 
race supported Roosevelt in all of his three elections and that this 
ratio was maintained for Democratic congressional candidates in 
1942. 


POLISH-AMERICAN VOTE The Polish-American vote is 


largely concentrated in nine 
states, all extremely close in 1940. If these states all had gone for 
Wendell L. Willkie he would have had 259 electoral votes, just 
seven short of a winning majority. 


As shown by the census, the largest Polish-American population 
is in New York, which Roosevelt carried in 1940 by the slim margin 
of 1.8 per cent. 


The other states in order of Polish-American population, each 
with its percentage margin of victory at the 1940 polls, are as 
follows: 


Illinois, for Roosevelt by 1.2 per cent; Pennsylvania, Roosevelt 
by 3.5 per cent; Michigan, Willkie by one-ténth of 1 per cent; New 
Jersey, Roosevelt by 1.8 per cent; Massachusetts, Roosevelt by 2.4 
per cent; Ohio, Roosevelt by 2.2 per cent; Connecticut, Roosevelt 
by 3.7 per cent; Wisconsin, Roosevelt by nine-tenths of 1 per cent, 


‘ Of all congressional! districts the one with the largest prepon- 
derance of Polish-American voters is the first Michigan. This dis- 
trict elected Republicans from 1924 to 1930, inclusive. In 1932 it 
went Democratic, 51,620 to 21,764, and it has remained so by even 
greater margins since that time. In 1942 its present Democratic 
representative, George G. Sadowski, received 48,620 votes, as against 
13,691 for his Republican opponent. 


The change in Polish vote undoubtedly accounted for the fact 
that Michigan had Democratic governors for six of the ten years 
between 1932 and 1942. 


Alignment of Polish-American voters on the Demoeratic side 
similarly was responsible in large degree for the huge majorities 
candidates of that party rolled up in the same decade in such pre- 
viously Republican cities as Cleveland, Buffalo, Rochester, Pitts- 
burgh, Philadelphia, Milwaukee and Hartford, all vital to Demo- 
cratic victory in their states. ; 


There is no escape from the conclusion that if the Polish-Ameri- 
can voters this year indulge in another of their periodic leaps over 
the political fence, this alone will substantially wipe our President 
Roosevelt's 1940 victory margin.

Birch officiated in his first Georgia 

That Rutgers Game Tech game back in 1921, when Rut- 
gers came south to play the Jackets. Rutgers was coached, then, 
by the famous Foster Sanford, a Yale man. 

In those days the Tech and Notre Dame shifts were a bone of 
contention 

Sanford had come south with the idea that the Tech shift was 
illegal and he kept drumming on the subject. 

In fact. as Tech warmed up prior to the game, Sanford leaped 
up from the Rutgers bench, ran out and collared Birch. 


“Look at that, Frank: you're not going to let them get away 
with that, are you?” Sanford beseeched. 

“They can get away with it now: when the game starts 
it will be a different matter,” the referee reassured the Rut- 
gers coach. 

Rutgers received the kick-off and on the first scrimmage play 
ran for about eight yards, but a lineman was OFFSIDE. 

Sanford almost blew his top. 

He walked out and ordered his players off the field. 

“Get to the bench!” he roared. 

This was too much for the patient Birch. 

He vanked a watch out of his pocket. “Have your players 
hack on the field in two minutes or it'll cost you $8,000 or 
whatever your guarantee is.” Birch barked. 

Sanford took out his watch. “What time do you have 
now. Frank?” he asked, petulantly. Birch told him. 

“Get back out there, boys,” he ordered. 
Tech gave Rutgers quite a pasting that afternoon and there was 


no further complaint about the shift. 
The subject of plays came up and Birch 
Ran 198 Plays said, “Teams think they’re doing some-

Life Sentence 


Found guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter in the fatal shooting of 
Mrs. Adelaide Larue Smith, J. C. 
Adkins, 32, lensmaker, of 761 Pul- 
liam street, has been sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

Adkins was convicted yesterday 
before Judge Frank A. Hooper 
Jr., of Fulton superior court. He 
was prosecuted by Assistant So- 
licitor Reuben Garland and de- 
fended by John Echols, 

According to the evidence, the 
shooting took place on March 10, 
at the home of Adkins’ brother, 
W. F. Adkins, 220 Bass street, S. 
W. The solicitor contended that 
the defendant deliberately shot 
the woman, with whom police 
said he had been living. The de- 
fense sought to prove that she was 
shot while attempting to take a 
pistol from Adkins, 

Adkins’ explanation, in his state- 
ment on the stand, was that Mrs. 
Smith had been drinking and that 
he took the pistol from a dresser 
drawer. While attempting to un- 
load it, he said, the pistol acci- 
dentally discharged into the ceil- 
ing. Mrs. Smith, then struggled 
with him for its possession, he 
went on, and was shot when it 
again accidentally fired.

(Wednesday’s German high com- 
‘mand communique said a great 
battle of attrition was raging com- 
| parable to those of the first World 
War and acknowledged that Nazi 
troops were withdrawing before 
the onslaught. 

(“Our troops now for six days 
have been offering heroic resist- 
ance to the great enemy superior- 
ity,” the communique said in an 
elaboration. “Incessant 
drumfire, in which huge quanti- 
ties of ammunition are spent; the 
strongest air attacks; the use of 
tanks as movable artillery; as well 
an embittered struggle for 
every fortified point and every 
hill, which often changes hands 
several times within a short time, 
are giving these fights the charac- 
ter of the great attrition battles 
of the last World War.”’) 

As powerful squadrons of Brit- 
ish armor beat across the gun- 
studded floor of the Liri valley 
in an effort to cut the Via Ca- 
silina and isolate the Cassino gar- 
rison, hundreds of British guns 
opened a terrific bombardment of 
the gutted town and Monastery 
hill from the Rapido valley on 
the east. The barrage appeared 
designed to obstruct any general 
enemy withdrawal from the 
stronghold to avoid the snapping 
British trap. 

The ruins of the town and the 
near-by mountains, which long 
gave the Nazis observation over 
Allied positions for many miles 
around, now form merely the tip 
of a slender enemy salient pro- 
truding eastward and flanked 
tightly on the south and southwest 


iby the British and on the north 


by the Poles. 

Tanks paved the way for the 
spectacular British breakthrough 
into the Liri valley at Pignataro 


ridge overlooking the town. In- 
dian infantry then broke-into the 
town and cleared the Germans 
from caves and cellars. 

From Pignataro to the Via Casi- 
lina is approximately three miles 
across the valley, and the Nazis, 
aided by reinforcements, made a 
fighting withdrawal every foot of 
the way. But the superior weight 
os Allied armor was a telling fac- 
or. 


“Dusty roads west of the Ra- 
pido gave striking evidence that 
the Germans had been struck a 
b‘ow harder than they expected,” 
wrote Heinzerling from the bat- 
tlefield.

The American drive along the 
Gulf of Gaeta brought Lieutenant 
General Clark’s troops within six 
airline miles across water from 
the town of Gaeta, from which 
dozens of long-range enemy guns 
have been shelling the lower 
Garigliano valley. The Germans 
hold on the heavily fortified point 
appeared jeopardized, though 
very hard going lay ahead for the 
Americans along a narrow coastal 
corridor between the abruptly- 
rising Aurumci mountains and the 
v. ater. 

Advanced American units were 
reported fighting through a town 
west of Scauri, five miles east of 
Formia on the Appian Way. Al- 
lied censors would not permit the 
town to be named. 

(About a mile west of Scauri is 
Santa Croce and another mile be- 
yond that lies. Agresti.)

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—This morning I 
went out to the University of Maryland to 
meet with the group that is at present study- 
ing for welfare work with the UNRRA. These 
students make up a very distinguished group. 
A few of them are refugees from various 
European and Near East countries. All of them 
have had training in some field of work. There 
are experts in the management of warehouses, or 
agricultural experts who have dealt with displaced peoples, engi- 
neers, bankers, and even the head of a large industrial business. 
They are learning to talk the languages of the countries in which 
they are going to work, and to approach their new problems with 
a knowledge of existing conditions. 


I could easily see, after talking with these people, that no one 
who was not an expert in some field would be of use. One has 
the greatest respect for their courage, for, besides background train- 
ing, it will take an extraordinary amount of emotional stability and 
physical strength to go through what lies before them. 


As I looked at their faces I realized that many of them had 
already done similar work. I saw Miss Elizabeth Gardener, who 
has World War I experience, and has added much more since then. 
The records of the others show that there is no one listed who 
cannot make a contribution. From the bottom of my heart I wish 
them well on their errand of mercy, and I would be happy if there 
were something more I could contribute to their success. 


Many letters have come to me lately advocating that the nation 
be able to go into its churches on the day the great invasion of 
Europe starts, in order to pray for the men who will be risking 
their lives. It would certainly ease the hearts of many wives and 
mothers, and I hope that every church will be opened as soon as 
it is known that the invasion has begun.

Reducing the bust and improv- 
ing the contour is not as simple 
as applying some witch’s balm or 
lotion. But women are so mysti- 
fied about this measurement that 
they are eager to grasp at magic 
promises. 

Some of the most urgent letters 
ask whether anything applied ex- 
ternally will help; what about 
exercise for reducing this meas- 
urement; and if it is normal for 
the contour to sag and can this 
be counteracted. 

There is nothing that can be 
applied externally that will help 
one whit. The only benefit would 
be from the slight stimulus to the 
circulation. Cold water splashed 
on chest and bust is a good as- 
tringent. The tendency to sagging 
as time goes on, is due to the les- 
sening of skin and muscle tone. 
The skin is stretched by excess 
weight and the supporting mus- 
cles are weakened by a lack of 
exercise and not infrequently by 
poor posture. Specific exercise 
can do a great deal to counteract 
this tendency toward sagging. 
This is something no ballet dancer 
ever worries about. The constant 
use of the arms in those lovely 
up and back circular movements 
keep the tone in skin and muscles. 

Excessive weight is almost in- 
variably the explanation of the 
overly large bust. These tissues 
seem to have an especial affinity 
for fat. The only way to reduce 
the bust is to reduce the weight. 
But the diet must be so good that 
it builds up the. vitality. The 
breasts are composed of glands 
and glandular functioning is all 
tied up with health, which is in- 
fluenced by the general tone of 
the body as well as by weight. 
An inadequate diet ravages health 
and figure. 

If reducing is a part of your 
program, make _ the eprotective 
foods the backbone of your diet: 
Have daily a green leafy vege- 
table and a yellow vegetable, two 
or three fruits, one a citrus; an 
egg, two glasses of skim milk, 
three slices of 100 per cent whole 
grain bread, three small pats of 
butter and lean meat or fish or 
fowl. 

Excess weight adds to the sag- 
ging, but the common fault is lack 
of muscle tone. The _ pectoral 
muscles supporting the breasts 
must be toned if the contour is 
to be raised. As weight is lost 
it is very important to tone the 
chest muscles. 

Let’s borrow an exercise from 
the ballet: Stand with arms in 
an arc overhead, circle down and 
out to sides, around in front, cross 
and arc overhead. Continue slow- 
ly for 20 counts.
